It contains lust tho 
information with which es’ery physician should familinrizo himself bofore 
advising an invalid to attempt a journey for tho benefit of his health. 
Tho other subjects, though necessarily occupying less space, are also 
well handled.

Diseases of tub No-rn, Pharynx, and Ear. By Hf.nry Gradle, 
M.D., Professor of Ophthalmology ami Otology, Northwestern University 
.Medical School, Chicago. Handsome octavo of 5i7 pages, profusely Illus¬ 
trated, including 2 full-page plates in colors. Philadelphia And London: 
W. B. Saunders A Oo. ; 1902. 

Dn. Gradi.k, in his preface, states that in matters of treatment ho 
"details only tho procedures which have stood tho test of critical experi¬ 
ence, and omits those that havo failed under this test, even though sanc¬ 
tioned by tho tradition of text-books.” At first appearance this seems to 
l>o rational and wise; but when wo como to look through this volume, and 
find page after page dovoted to etiology, symptomatology, and diagnosis, 
and the treatment often dismissed with a scant paragraph, this method 
seems open to question at tho least. Tho majority of physicians who will 
rend anil study a work of this sizo and character will ho those intorested 
more or less in general work rather than specialists, and for tills olass 
of readers the treatment of tho various conditions of car, noso, and 
throat discoeo is of at least equal importance, in most cases, to tho diag¬ 
nosis. Ono cannot help feeling, after tho perusal of this work, that 
after throwing out all tho so-called unsatisfactory methods very fow aro 
left that tho author considers efficient, and that he thereforo considers 
most diseases of tho upper respiratory tract and allied regions in a not 
too hopeful mauner. 

A fair amount of tho work is taken up with anatomy and pathology. 
Unlike many text-hooks on this subject, this is not all massed at tho 
beginning of the volume to which the student must turn back for refer* 
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dice, but ia placed in small articles at the head of each chapter or sec¬ 
tion, treating of a different locality, and in such a manner as to be of 
distinct advantage. 

The book is well and clearly written, and Professor Gradlo, in repeat¬ 
ing the dictum that “ a specialist can never afford to lose his interest in 
general pathology," emphasizes a fact too often overlooked. Atthe 
end of various sections aro paragraphs devoted to the history and liter¬ 
ature of the subject under discussion, which will bo of great interest 
and usefulness. The illustrations aro fairly numerous and well drawn, 
though there is nothing strikingly new or original in most of them. 
There are far too few in tho latter part of the book, in which otology is 
taken up. G. M. C. 


A Manual of Bacteriology, Clinical and Applied, with an 

Appendix on Bacterial Remedies, etc. By Richard T. Hewlett,

Since, at tho present day, a practical working knowledge of bacteri¬ 
ology is almost indispensable in routine clinical examinations, a text¬ 
book dealing with bacteriology, especially in regard to its clinical adap¬ 
tation, is really of great value. Tho present book is written to coyer 
exactly this ground. The book is not only confined to a consideration 
of bacteria and bacterial processes, but likewise includes a chapter on 
Blnstomycetes, a most useful article considering tho present importance 
attached to tho pathogenic members of this group; a chapter on hypho- 
mycctes, and a short description of the protozoa, with special reference 
to malaria, Romo space is also devoted to tho practical examination of 
water and milk, and to disinfectants and antiseptics. 

Tho first fow chapters deal with the ordinary methods of bacterio¬ 
logical investigation, the technique of stains, and the fixing and stain¬ 
ing of tissues. A good, concise account is given of the fundamental 
principles concerned in tho subject of immunity and tho protective 
substances of tho body fluids, together with a short discussion of htenio- 
lysis, cytotoxins, agglutinins, precipitins, and the anti-bodies. 

Practically all tno bacteria pathogenic to man arc described, but tho 
descriptions of a fow of tho less important organisms are entirely too 
short. Tho classification of some of tho bacteria is useful perhaps from 
a practical standpoint, but certainly not scientific. Again, although the 
latest work on tho etiology of dysentery is quoted, this affection is 
classed, for some unaccountable reason, among the diseases of uncertain 
origin, Such errors are all tho moro astonishing since tho book, on iho 
whole, is thoroughly modern. 

Tho descriptions of tho saprophytic bacteria most commonly found in 
tho body excretions aro most fortunate. But perhaps the best feature 
of tho hook is tho pago or two of notes placed after the description of 
each group of organisms, which treats of tho special methods of exami¬ 
nation for that particular group of bacteria, and appends a list of the 
lesions where they aro most apt to occur. It ia this guide for the prac¬ 
tical application of bacteriology which gives tho hook its principal 
value,
